•MOOK SD TO D EATH. 

The UMtrlo Chair Claim* Its Mlalh Tie- 
tint In Mow York. 

SiNO SiNO, April 4.— Jamea W. Ham- 
ilton, thtNadOpd ex-preacher and con- 
victed wtte mvderer, died in the elec- 
tric chair yt'sterdny. He walked firmly 
to the clmir, took his seat, his Hps mov- 
ing in response to the prayers for tho 
dead. The victim was quickly strappeil 
and a current of 1,740 volts was turned 
on. The bo<ly jnmped and strained ut 
the straps and remained rigid. Tlio 
crucifix in his hand cracked from tho 
grasp he gave it when the sh'vk came, 
and with its first contact killed the 
murderer. Tlie electrician stited it 
was the most socceHsful execution by 
electricity he had witnessed. 

The crime for which James W. Ham- 
ilton di«'il wan the cutting of his wife's 
throat at VVinfield. L. 1., Smiday night. 
May 2, IbU'J. Three years aijo Hamilton 
wa« obliged to marry Aiinm lirooks, a 
jyretty colored wonuin wl\oiii he hatl be- 
nayed and who was in tlio einiiloy of 
Druggist John Hepburn of Flushing. 
They did not live together and the hus- 
band had tried to obtain a divorce witli- 
out euccese. He bad expressed his iie- 
teruiiiiution to get l iii ot iior. 

One morning- her body wan foiuui in 
a jjond with her tlimat cut from ear to 
ear. Hamilton was at once nrre.-tod on 
tiuspicion. It waft proved that he had 
decnyod- her from lier home in Flushing 
to VN infield to look at a liouse in tli^t 
town tlidt he projjoscd to buy for a 
home. Slie t"ld her e mployer on the 
evening mentioned that ahe was going 
to meet her husband, iioth of them 
took the 8 o'clock train to Winfield, 
and Mrs. Hamilton wan seen to b'ave 
the train with a man iden tilled an Ham- 
ilton. 

A broken cane, a razor and a cutT- 
button, which proved to be th" prop- 
erty of Hamilton were found on tho 
bankh of the p(jn<l atul Ilainilton made 
two ditterent explanaliou.s of iiow tho 
cane came to be tliere. A feature of 
the case wa^ that no Ijloiulstuins were 
found on the clothing of either of 
them, which was accounted for by the 
assunijition thiit the throat wfis cut 
while botli were in the water. Evi 
deuce wa« pro<luced that Hamilton liad 
been meditating (he crime for some 
time. 

TOWN DeSTROYED. 

Onlj • Few OweUluB* and Two Iluilnei* 
Plaeee Loft. 

BicvwoMD. April 1— The town o(

o'clock Saturday afternoon fire was dis' 
covered in a house adjoining Pettingill's 
store, but was thought to have been ex- 
tinguished Later it was found that tho 
store buildiiiK of l*ettin«ill was on tire 

A strong gale was blowing at the 
time, and, despite the most strenuous 
efliorts of tho citizens, tho flames 8j)read 
rapidly from building to building, 
sweeping everything before them on 
both sides of 5lain street down to the 
river, and within two hours the el<*- 
ment had done its work, i )iily three 
buildings on Main street escaped, the 
Richmond and Danville depot, Magea 
warehouse and Bugge's atore. 

As soon as the fire was discovered aid 
was telegraphed from Oxford, and the 
Oxford Vire company, about 100 strong, 
promptly responded, and reached the 
city on a spe( ial train abdut -l;-!"), but 
tho town was then in ashes, but by 
their effects the Eichmond aud Danville 
depot was saved. Never was a town 
more oomjileielv swept away. Most of 
the reaidenccH, b<ilh tiie hotels and the 
Episcopal church were burned. 

Two colored men. wliose names were 
not learned, were burned to death. One 
of them waa seen to (^o into tha Alliance 
vvarehoufe, but', tho roof falling, he was 
never seen afterward. The otner was 
rescued in a dying condition. There 
are hardly enough liouses left to shelter 
the inhabitants, and some of them are 
in a pitiable oonditioB, having lest tiieir 

HIST ORIC RE LIC. 

Tb* Pipe amoked hy Powhattan and Cap- 
tain John Smith. 
RiCHXOlfD, April 4.— Captain T. C. 
Morton, secretary of the Virginia board 

of world's fair managers, has in his pos- 
session the identical pipe that wae 
smoked in the peace contract i)etweea 
tho Indian chief, Powhattan, and Cap- 
tain John Smith. The pipe, which is 
of stone, htis tho unmistakable marks of 
age upon it. it is cut in the shape of a 
hatchet, or, as the Indians say, toma- 
hawk. A h(Ue is bored through tho 
pipe, and it is said that two stems were 
inserted, so that the i)arties to the con- 
tract could both smoke at the same 
time. 

The pipe was sent to Captain Morton 
by ita uresent owner, Mrs. Sallie H. 
Redd of Ridgeway, Henry coullty. Va. 
Accompanying the relic woe a state- 
ment snowing that Mrs. Redd is a lineal 
descendant of the historic Indian queen, 
and gives the family record for nine 
generations — from tne time Pocahontas 
became the bride of John Rolfe to the 
presenl owner, who was Miss Sallie 
EpesHalrstone, and Tvarried Mr. Jamea 
S. Kedd. The relic s been held and 
highly prized in the ..unily for all these 
years. It will be on exhibition in the 
Virfinia state bnUding at the world's 
friiUOIiloaf»

The Other Two Are Still la. the Mine 
With >'o llopp For Their Iteleain— A 
Repetition of t(ie JeaBoavilia DUastor oi 
Two Tear* Age, When la Xea Were 

l>rownn;l. 

HAzr.iiTu.N, Pa., April 4 .—At 9:n(l 
Monday morning another mine horror 
occurred jiut on the outekirts of this 
city. The raina is known as Laurel 
Hill, and is operated by Pardee Brothers. 
The nature of the accident was almost 
a reixitition of the Jeanesville disaster 
of two years ago, when 18 men were 
drowned. 

The report that the water standing in 
tha Sugar Loaf mine had burst into the 
Lanrel Hill and that a oava-in followed 
it waa first dronlsted. Abtfat 800 man 

are employed in this mine. The effect 

])roduco<l by the report of the accident 

was el(!ctrif3'in;i. In less than five niin- 
ute.s 1,000 people were hurrying to tho 
scene of the ilisaster. 

Among the hrst to arrive waa Frank 
Pardee, one of tlui operators. His in- 
tention of iie.-.ci'niling the ill-fated mine 
was l)a; i ly aiinoiinrcd when '..'0 miners 
Sieppeil forward to accomiiaiiy hiiu. 
Tliey v.-ere at once lowered into tlie j)it, 
and when the carriage retiiru(,'d Mine 
Superintendent Durkin. heading 10 
more rescuers, boarded it and were im- 
mediately drojiiied into the fateful 
mini!. The titth lift is the point at 
which the accident occurred, and is 
over (KW hundreds yards below the 
surlace. 

.Superintendent Durkin and his baJid 
of rescuers lia<l barely readied the bot- 
tom when the signal to hi>ist again was 
given. It had on board a crowd oi 
three ginmy miners. Tli; ae three men 
had been caught by the tremendouH 
rush of water and \vern carried by it to 
the fnot of the slope. The three sus- 
tained serioiLS injuries, caused by being 
knocked against timbers. They were 
epeedilv conveved to their homes. 

The first authentic information of the 
disaster was then made known and 
proved a source of great relief tO the 
throng of people a.SBembled. 

A clone investigation showed that but 
two men IkmI jjerished — Thomas Hud- 
son and .John Trembath. 

The story of the tlood, so far as can 
be aficertained at this time, is as fol- 
lows: "Tlif east gangway of the fifth 
lift of Laiiral Hill is driven on what is 
known as the Wharton vein. Anf)ther 
gangway from the same lift is driven 
on the big mammoth vein situated in 
No. colliery. The fifth lift of the 
latter lope ha.s been but partly opened, 
with probably 100 yards ot gangway 
leailing from the bottom." 

Ten miners have been rescued. Two 
are still in the mine, and it is believed 
thagr have been drowned. 

KENNAN KEKP8 TALKtWg 

He Bataee Ol^oeMoM to tke MewVirea^ 

With Bnmla. 

CiiiCAOO, April 4. — Speaking of the 
proposed Russian treaty with the 
United State.s, the famous traveler, 
George Kenuau, in an interview here, 
said : 

The treaty is now in President Cleve- 
land's hands, only awaiting his signa- 
ture to become a law. The extradition 
riglits given Russia in this treaty might 
result ID great injury to returned Rus- 
sians. The privileges granted in this 
measure to returned Russian suspects 
do not balance at all the privileges ac- 
corded to men extradited by the United 
States, and it would certainly be well if 
the treaty should not become a law. 
Ever since tue present czar came into 

Eower a large part of Russia 
as been subject to martial law. 
A Kovernor of a province may de- 
cide and declare that any case, no mat- 
ter of what character, must be tried 
by military law. The matter Is entirely 
in the hands of the governor, and he 
usee hie pleasure in the matter. So a 
case which is by all moans entitle<l to 
an open public trial may be tried be- 
hind locKed doors, and the publio 
know nothing of tlie developments or 
transactions Thus is given dangerous 
and formidable power, which may be 
used with the vilest injustice to an in- 
nocent prisoner. On the contrary, 
when a man is extradited by the United 
States, fair, open trial is given before 
the public, aud the secret chamber 
process would be considered an in 
famous outrage. Should the treaty 
become a law, thea by legal process 
Russia can step into our country, seize 
her subjects, hurry them home, and 
by a starchtuuber farce condemn 
them." 

"Do you intend retmuing to Rus- 
sia?" 

"I understand I am barred oat now," 
said Mr. Kennan, "and I will hardly ra* 
turn to find out if it is true."

Toi.rno, April 4.— Ycfterday in the 
United ^--tato.i circuit court Judge Rick.i 
reiid. ii-d liis ow^n decision in the case of 
the Lake Shore engineers and firemen 
who refused to handle Ann Arbor 
freight and read Judge Taft's decision 
in the injunction case of the Ann Arbor 
railroail, wherein an injusction a;.c;iinst 
Chief Arthur of the Brotherhood of Lo- 
ci iinotive Engineers, restraining him 
from issuing, promulgating or continu- 
ing ib force any rule ot tfia teotharhood 
which shall requli?e or oommawd any 
employes of the various oonnaoting 
lines to boycott the Ann Arbor road. 

In the case of the Lake Shore en- 
gineers who, obejring the laws of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, 
refused to handle Ann Arbor freight, 
as there was a strike on that road, 
the court held that Engineer Lennon, 
inasmuch as he had been twice ordered 
to move the cars by the officials of the 
company and did not do so until ordered 
tt) by Itrotherhood officers after the boy- 
cott was raised, was guilty of con- 
tempt of court and sentenced him to 
pay a fine of IskSO and the costs of this 
proceeding, upon papnent of which be 
will be ddscharged from the further 
orders of the court. 

The seven other men were dis- 
charged. 

In the injnnotion case, in which Chief 
Arthur of uie Brotherhood of Locomo- 
tive Engineers to made a party, he de- 
cided that the whole brotherhood waa 
a conspiracy against the law of the 
country, and that inasmuch as Arthur 
gave the orders that precipitated the 
boycott, an order for a temporary in- 
junction against Arthur as prayed for 
was allowed. 

Attorney Hurd at once gave notice 
that he vrould take an appeal to a 
higher court. 

Saatael Ooespeie Talln Ahenft tha Deelsioa 

New York, April 4.— In speaking of 
Judge Taft's decision in Toledo yester- 
day that the whole Brotherhood of Lo- 
comotive Engineeia was a conspiracy 
against the law of the oonntry, Samuel 
Uompers. president of the Feoeration of 
Labor, said: "It is all utterly unjust, 
outrage. It is contrary to the declara- 
tion of indenendanoa. "The' Judges may 
think that tli9y have done right in ren- 
dering this deoisioa, but they will find 
that it will recoil npon tlMir own heads. 
They will And they can not prevent the 
people from having their rights and im- 
provins their prospect of amploymant 
as mnon as possible." 

Be read tha article announcing that 
Arthop had been enjoined carefully, 
and was very indignant when he had 
finished. He then said: "This sort of 
thing will never do. It won't be al- 
lowed. The people will assert them- 
selves sooner or later. The decision 
won't hold water. I do not blame the 
judges. I do not think the decision will 
prove a datriment in any way to the 
men. I believe that it wiU bring them 
together and make tiiem stronger. I 
consider it perseontion, and the men 
will stand by each other more than 
ever and will be more determined to 
carry their purpose through." 

Peter Farley, one of the recognized 
leaders of Looal Assembly 145 of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, 
after reading *t carefully throuKh.

N)/.v Yi>j:k, April I. - Interest in the 
jnysterious fate of tlie Wl.ite St.ir Line 
freighter Naronic was re-awukenerl yes- 
terday npon the arrival of the British 
snip Trafalgar of ti-lasgow, A'i days out 
from lliu Janeiro. The Trafalgar cHuie 
by way of the iJelaware breakwater. 
'Ine captain reported that on March 27, 
While in the gulf siream, he passed tha 
Hoaling ma.Ht of a large vossel. 

I he i::a..^t was almost entirely sub- 
merged aud the Trafalgar passed near 
enough to it so that the officers deter" 
mined with certainty that tho timber 
and cordage had tiot been long in the 
water. In shipping circles it is not 
thought improbable that the wreckage 
is from the missing Naronic. The size 
Mid shape of the mast give color to this 
belief, and fttrtber reports from ships 
sailing in the course taken by the 
I'rafalgar are awaited with interest. 

The British steamship Kolpino from 
London arrived in this port yesterday 
morning and her captain reports that in 
49:45 latitude north, longitude 11 '.88 
west, he passed part of the hull of a 
wooden vessel with 18 large knees 
standing eight feet out of the water. 
The vessel is a terrible obstruction to 
navigation, and a vessel coming in con- 
tact with her would almoN sorely 
founder. •

Con i si t e* Seats Oeeapp the BnUre Time 

of the Day. 

Wa.shin(.T' iN, April 1. —Tho ri^ht of 
the three senators from tlio state.s of 
Montana, Washington and Wyoming to 
seats in the senate under ai>pointment 
from the governors of those states— the 
legislatures having failed to elect — was 
discussed yesterday, in affirmation of 
that right, by Mr. Turpie (Dem., Ind.). 
His argument was addrr'ssed almost 
wholly to constitutional, legal jmd phil- 
ological considerations, and was listened 
to with close attention and much inter- 
est. 

Another question as to a senator's 
right to a seat was raised in the senate 
by the presentation of a petition from 
Joseph W. Ady of Kansas, afwrting 
that Mr. Martin, who was sworn in as a 
senator from that state at the opening 
of this extraordinary session, was not 
duly elected and that he (Ady) was, and 
now desires to be admitted to the seat 
The petition was refeired to the com- 
mittee on privileges and elections.

Tlie 
Diatrict of Columbia ia credited with 
more than 1,000 out of 4,000 employes, 
when its quota, it is said, should only be 
eleven ii('0]>lc. Secretary Carlisle, it is 
understood, intends, by every means in 
his power, to reduce the District of Col- 
uniliia's list i>f cniployt-H, that the States 
may receive their proper quota of ap- 
pointments.
